A t the suggestion of the board of 
appeals, any rezoning will aw ait a 
comprehensive plan for the entire 
village. In the meantime, the own­ 
ers of the property asking for per­ 
mission to erect a two flat struc­ 
ture, have changed their plans and 
will build a single residence. 
The treasurer was directed to re­ 
fund the deposit made by the own­ 
ers when they made application for 
rezoning proceedings. 
Members of the board of appeals 
will no longer be asked to serve 
without rem uneration.

Knocking Out An 
Epidemic Is 
Nurse’s Routine 


RAYMOND HAYES 
The January 
report 
of 
Mrs. 
Adele Bino, public health nurse, 
gives a striking demonstration of 
the value of an organized commun­ 
ity health program. Presented to 
the Public Health committee a t the 
regular February meeting, it not 
only tells of 
the regular work 
w’hich goes on 
from 
month to 
month, but reveals the protection 
available in an emergency. 
Such 
an 
emergency 
occurred 
during the last week of January 
when 
Arlington 
Heights 
was 
threatened with an epidemic of 
scarlet fever. 
With the disease 
breaking out in scattered families 
and without any apparent connec­ 
tion between cases, intense efforts 
were made by the nurse to prevent 
further spread among school chil­ 
dren. 
It may 
be judged 
from 
events since the report was pre­ 
sented th at these efforts were suc­ 
cessful. In a situation of this kind 
immediate action is vital. 
The 
nurse’s procedure is described in 
the following quotation from the 
January report. 
“As soon as a case breaks out in 
a classroom, the children are kept 
under close 
observation. 
Every 
morning for a week the exposed 
children receive a room inspection, 
which includes the inspection of 
| arms, hands, and neck to discover 
the appearance of any skin erup­ 
tion, and a careful inspection of 
the throat. Any child who is found 
with symptoms in any way suspi­ 
cious is sent to the nurse’s room 
w’here his tem perature and pulse 
are taken and a more thorough in­ 
spection made. Any child who has 
symptoms such as sore throat, 
headache, tem perature, or nausea 
is excluded from school. Usually 
these children are taken home and 
mothers advised. 
Seventeen chil­ 
dren were sent home in January 
following room inspections. 
The 
Public 
Health 
committee 
adopted a resolution commending 
Mrs. Pino for the special measures 
she had taken to ward off this 
threatened epidemic. 
The nurse’s report 
also 
dealt 
with the dental clinic and with the 
tuberculin testing program, which 
have been reported in other col­ 
umns of the Herald.

Truck Law Explained 
At Farmers Meeting 


U. A. HUGHES 
Application forms under the 
new truck act can be obtained at 
the office of Flentie & Behrens, 
Arlington Heights. 
At two meetings in Cook county 
held this w’eek, one on the north 
and one on the south side, officials 
from the state office of the I.A.A. 
insurance company explained to 
about 500 truck ow*ners the require­ 
ments of the new state truck law*. 
Ower 95% of those in attendance 
had trucks that are to be used for 
their own private farm ing business. 
Mr. A. E. Richardson said, “The 
Illinois 
A gricultural 
Association 
consented to the provisions of this 
law only w’hen it was not required 
of the farm er truck ow'ners wTho use 
their trucks only in their private 
business and not for hire to do more 
than three things. 
These three 
things are: 
“ I. To have their name and ad­ 
dress painted or firmly affixed on 
both sides of the truck, and the 
classification identification namely 
ILL-P and the maximum empty 
weight of the truck, namely E.W.- 
3200 (i. e. real maximum weight) 
shall be painted or otherwise on 
the right side of the vehicle. The 
name and address to be printed in 
letters not less than 2.% inches in 
height and the paint line of same 
shall be at least % inch in width. 
The classification identification and 
the empty weight of the truck shall 
be printed in letters not less than 
IV? inches in 
heighth and with 
paint lines of proportionate width. 
The following form may be fol­ 
lowed: 
Both sides in 2 1s in. letters: 
JOHN G. DOE 
R I, PALATINE, ILL. 
Right side in I 12 in. letters: 
I LL-1* 
E.W.-3200 
“2. To have public liability and 
property damage insurance or have 
made satisfactory’ proof of financial 
responsibility. The easy and cheap 
way is to carry* insurance. The in­ 
surance companies, as a rule, will 
file certificates of insurance with 
the state so th at the state may cer- 
ify every licensed truck as having 
insurance. This is the procedure 
the Farm Bureau insurance ser­ 
vice will follow*. As evidence of be­ 
ing insured, receipts 
have 
been 
mailed to each farm er in the Farm 
Bureau insurance service stating 
th at his insurance is in force. This 
receipt may be carried in the truck. 
If insurance lapses these receipts 
will be out of date. Other insur­ 
ance companies will doubtlessly is­ 
sue sim ilar receipts. 
“3. The only other requirem ent 
for a Private C arrier is to have a 
certificate of safety on the wind­ 
shield. 
The inspection 
m ust be 
made by an official inspection sta ­ 
tion. 
So 
fa r 
the 
only 
s ta ­ 
tions in Cook county on the north 
side are at Arlington Heights, Ben­ 
senville, and Barrington. 
When 
these stickers are applied they will 
be good until November I, 1940, 
before which time and 
every six 
months thereafter a new six months 
inspection certificate m ust be se­ 
cured by semi-annual official in­ 
spection. 
“In addition to the 
foregoing 
there are two other sections of the 
act th at Private Carriers as well 
as all others m ust in time conform 
to—namely Section 24 which pro­ 
vides for future 
designation of 
routes which trucks are to follow* 
through or around any city*, tow*n, 
or incorporated village. 
If and 
when this is done every truck where 


business does not require it to per­ 
form a carrier service within such 
municipality m ust conform there­ 
to, and follow the outlined routes, 
The other requirem ent, Section 25, 
is as to continuity of truck opera­ 
tion by any one driver —nam ely 
more than a single 12 hours stretch 
a t the w’heel is a violation of the 
act. This probably will affect very 
few if any private carriers, altho 
the m atter should not be entirely' 
overlooked by same. 
“The penalty for non-compliance 
is rather severe—a $1,000 fine or 
a year In jail, or both. However, 
the compliance is not so bad for 
the Private C arriers as it m ight 
seem at first glance. It merely in­ 
volves three requirem ents: 
F irst 
the painting of the name, address, 
classification and em pty weight on 
the truck. The empty w eight should 
be the greatest em pty w eight th a t 
will ever be on the road. F or in­ 
stance if a bed is carried on the 
truck that should be included in the 
em pty weight. Second, an insur­ 
ance policy for public liability and 
property damage should 
be in 
force. Third, a safety lane inspec­ 
tion and sticker completes the job 
for Private Carriers. 
“Private Carriers do not have 
to file for perm its. All carriers for 
hire, even farm ers who are only 
part time for hire, m ust make ap­ 
plication for a perm it. Form s for 
this may be obtained a t IO N orth 
Clark St., Chicago. This m ust be 
done prior to March I otherwise an 
affidavit from 25 customers m ust 
be secured stating th at the pro­ 
posed services of this m an as a 
carrier of goods* are required by 
public convenience and are nec­ 
essary* to the w*elfare of the public. 
His classification as a carrier for 
hire will be other than a Private 
Carrier, and our suggestion would 
be since there are so many of these 
classifications that he get infor­ 
mation at IO North Clark st. on 
this m atter. Again Private C ar­ 
riers are advised not to make ap­ 
plication as it is not necessary* for 
them to secure a certificate, nor a 
permit, nor a registration. 
“All carriers for hire m ust car­ 
ry* cargo insurance in the limits of 
$1,000 and $2,000 and he m ust also 
have his state number painted on 
the truck. W hether he hauls gold 
or garbage makes no difference. 
“The truck law* does not apply 
to trailers when they are under 
2,000 pounds when loaded and used 
for private carrying. However, if 
they are used for hire or the load 
is over 2,000 pounds they take the 
classification that applies to trucks 
operated for hire. 
Private pas­ 
senger cars w’ith the back seats 
taken out and used but occasion­ 
ally for transporting property of 
car ow'ner do not come under the 
truck act. Farm ers who are haul­ 
ing in their passenger car their 
groceries, household necessities, or 
a little merchandise th at is inci­ 
dental to their farm ing business 
need pay no attention to the Act. A 
farm er who regularly 
hauls his 
neighbors’ milk for hire becomes a 
local carrier for hire and m ust 
have a certificate but farm ers who 
exchange accommodation hauling 
still remain Private Carriers. 
“Tractors on the highway which 
are not used for hauling do not 
come under the Act. This would in­ 
clude, in our opinion, tractors th at 
may be pulling wagons and simi­ 
lar load 1 used in the regular farm 
business. 
“The only trucks exempted from 
this law are township and munici­ 
pally owned trucks.”

New \o rk , Feb. 12—Business— 
Even though general industrial ac­ 
tivity slackened in January, as was 
anticipated, from the peaks of last 
fall, operations were maintained 
at all-tim e high levels for January.

On the retail side, January stock­ 
taking revealed that stores’ posi­ 
tion with respect to the am ount of 
m erchandise of their shelves is 
sound and leaves most retailers in 
a favorable, “open-to-buy” position 
for Spring.

Indoor Plcnts Make 
Good Gloom Chasers 
L 
ATE winter months which are 


I apt to be dark and dreary can 
be lightened appreciably in the 
home by the use of indoor plants. 
W ith a modicum of care there are 
several which will do much to 
avert the gloom that accompanies 
howling winds and slushy snows 
outside. 
Among the plants which will do 
well in the house are the geranium, 
which, given a sunny location, a 
temperature below 70 degrees, regu­ 
lar applications of plant food and 
abundant water, will reward the in­ 
door gardener with color and an 
appearance of spring all winter long, 
and begonias which are the hardiest 
of all the more commonly grown 
house 
plants. 
The 
temperature 
should be fairly cool and they do not 
need direct sunlight in most cases. 
The Boston fern and the aspara­ 
gus fern, according to Chesia C. 
Sherlock, who writes of “Foolproof 
Plants” in the March issue of Good 
Housekeeping, 
are 
other 
indoor 
plants which can give great com­ 
fort to the owner with little work. 
The Boston fern should have a 
temperature from 65 to 70 degrees. 
It should not be kept in an over­ 
large pot and should not be watered 
too frequently. The asparagus fern 
comes in two varieties and should 
be kept out of high temperatures 
and too dry atmosphere. In warm 
weather, direct sunlight yellows the 
foliage. 
The important fundamentals on 
indoor plants are porous soil which 
will drain well, sufficient light, and 
sufficient moisture. Foliage plants 
should be sprayed once or twice a 
day with a hand spray if it is im­ 
possible to control the humidity in 
the room. Protection from pests 
should also be afforded the plants 
if they are to give their best.

Full returns from the millions 
of tons of limestone 
now being 
spread annually in Illinois are not 
possible without the frequent use 
of legumes in the rotation, accord­ 
ing to L. IL Miller, associate in soil 
experiment fields of the University 
of Illinois College of Agriculture. 
“ When limestone is applied to 
improve sour soil, it is generally 
supposed 
that 
legumes 
will 
be 
grown as a regular thing after the 
soil is sweetened. In fact most ag­ 
ricultural limestone is put on spec­ 
ifically to make it possible to grow 
the desired legume. However, it is 
surprising to fiYid that there are 
many communities in which fields 
or entire farms have been limed 
but do not produce good crops be­ 
cause clover is rarely 
or 
never 
seeded.” 
A test was begun in 1921 at the 
Carlinville soil experiment field in 
Macoupin county to compare yields 
on limed land with 
and without 
sweet clover in the rotation. Five 
tons of limestone an acre were ap­ 
plied and a two-year rotation of 
corn and wheat was established. 
To one portion of 
the area a 
seeding of sweet clover was made 
in the wheat and plowed under as 
a catch crop for corn the following 
spring. 
The other portion was 
treated in exactly the same way 
except that the sweet clover seed 
was omitted. 
Previous to 1939 seven crops of 
corn and seven crops of wheat had 
been harvested. The sweet clover 
catch crop 
increased the seven- 
year average yield of corn by IG 
bushels an acre 
and the wheat 
yield by 7 bushels. For corn with­ 
out sweet clover the yield averaged 
35 bushels; and with sweet clover 
the seven-year 
average was 51 
bushels, the corresponding yields 
for wheat being 12 and 19 bushels 
an acre.

(if August the plants an. the land 
having no sweet clover were stunt­ 
ed and firing apparently7 because of 
an insufficient supply7 of nitrates. 
There was plenty7 of moisture. Corn 
on the area having 
sweet clover 
plowed under continued through the 
late summer drouth with no sign 
of firing and yielded 97 bushels an 
acre. 
The yield on the adjacent 
limed land without 
sweet clover 
was 55 bushels. Thu? the penalty 
in 1939 for failing to use sweet 
clover was 42 bushels an acre. 
“A sweet clover seeding can be 
made for about SI an acre and 
there is no doubt of its being a 
good investment in this rotation at 
Carlinville. Farm owners who have 
gone to the expense of liming their 
land are cheating 
themselves if 
they do not see to it that legumes 
are grown to add nitrogen and or­ 
ganic matter to the soil. 
These 
same legumes will also help to re­ 
duce erosion and leaching and run­ 
off losses. 
Use of more limestone and le­ 
gumes are just two of five prac­ 
tices being emphasized in 1940 in 
furtherance of the drive for more 
conservation of land, water and hu­ 
man resources. 
The three other 
conservation practices being em­ 
phasized by the University of Illi­ 
nois College of Agriculture exten­ 
sion service are pasture improve­ 
ment, tree planting and 
erosion 
control with special emphasis on 
contour farming. 


We were a little surprised to 
find a crowded hall the evening of 
February 14 at the Blue Island 
Farm Bureau office to 
hear Dr. 
Card from the University Poultry 
Division discuss the rearing and 
brooding of baby chicks,*’ states 
Farm Adviser C. A. Hughes. 
“The outstanding feature of Dr. 
Card’s discussion, was that little 
things counted in the brooding of 
chicks. 
For instance they should 
be given twelve to thirty-six hours 
rest after hatching because there 
has been a very rapid transform a­ 
tion from a cold blooded embryo 
to a warm blooded live chick with 
a temperature about 107 degrees. 
“Dr. Card pointed out that there 
is a very thin covering of skin and 
down between a baby chick’s back 
and its lungs. This was because in 
the natural state baby’ chicks push­ 
ed their backs up against th** old 
hen to get heat that they needed. 
Chicks should be 
provided 
with 
variations in temperature but al­ 
ways with an available source of 
heat to get warm while they are 
young. 
“A brooder stove with a temper­ 
ature ranging from 103 to I IO de* 
grees would furnish this kind of 
a condition. It might be that the 
temperature in the corner of the 
brooder house within six inches of 
the floor or the zone where the 
chicks live might only be GO de- 
! grees but if the chicks are trained 
right they will always go to their 
source of heat when 
they' 
need 
warmth. For the first day perhaps 
boards will hold the chicks close 
to the brooder. 
“Proper care 
should 
be 
exer­ 
cised that the brooder should not 
j run the temperature higher than 
indicated. As the chick? grow these 
boards should be pushed 
further 1 
out iinti1 eventually7 they will be* 
allowed the run of the brooder 
house but they will always know 
when started this way to go to the 
brooder stove for heat. 
“Floor drafts are very bad and 
should be prevented under all cir­ 
cumstances to keep chicks from* 
piling up in the corner. Dr. Card 
pointed out that chicks can be let 
out at a very early age. 
If the 
yard in which they are let out is: 
small and they7 learn to come back 
to the brooder house to their source, 
of heat the Ira Age eaifhh JfThdually 
enlarged as these chicks grow un­ 
der these circumstances. 
It does 
not hurt a chick to get out and get 
its feet wet if it always has a 
brooder to go back to and has been 
taught to do this. 
“The average brooder house of 
10x10 or 10x!2 will accommodate 
only 
about 
250 
chicks. 
Roosts 
should be put in the brooder house 
at an early7 time and 
kefrt there 
throughout the day so the chicks 
will learn to run up and down the 
roost and will take to them natur­ 
ally at the right time. 
The next meeting of the poultry 
school will be February7 20 at 8 
p. in. in the Farm Bureau building 
at Blue Island with Mr. H. H. Alp 
who will discuss feeds for poultry.' 
The change 
from Wednesday’ to 
Tuesday should be noted by those 
who are attending these sessions.”
